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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 

In compliance with the requirements of the laws of New 
Hampshire, your Commissioners herewith submit the re- 
port of their financial transactions for the year ending 
December 31, 1919, and a statement of the financial con- 
dition of the county at the end of the year, together with 
the reports of the other county officers required by law. 
Attention is called to these reports for detailed informa- 
tion regarding the work done in different departments of 
the county’s business. 

The business of the county has been continued along 
the lines followed for the past few years. 

The scarcity of farm help has been a serious hindrance 
in raising Cultivated crops at the County Farm as it has 
been almost impossible to hire extra help when needed. 
There are very few inmates able to be of much assistance, 
as any one who is able to work even to asmall degree is 
not going to the alms house as they can earn their board 
at the present time while a few years ago such help was 
not wanted. However, Mr. Batchelder as superintendent 
succeeded in raising good crops and has brought the farm 
up to such a good state of cultivation that besides winter- 
ing fifty head of cattle and four horses it was necessary to 
sell several tons of hay before being able to house this 
year’s crop. There have been very few prisoners com- 
mitted to either the Jail or House of Correction as com- 
pared with a few years ago. 

The number of calls for outside aid have decreased 
while the expense for caring for such cases has increased

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for the same reason that it costs everyone more to live 
than it did a few years ago. 

It is costing 20 per cent more to maintain children in or- 
phanages than it did last year. We are of the opinion that it 
is the best method of caring for dependent children as most 
of them come away from such homes better fitted to be- 
come useful citizens than they would have been if boarded 
in families who take them for the money there is in it. 

We wish to express our sincere thanks to Mr. and Mrs, 
Batchelder for their many efforts toward making the in- 
mates comfortable and their lives pleasant. — 

We also thank all officials and all others who in any way 
aided in bringing good cheer to those in our care and in 
any way assisted us in the discharge of our duties.

In closing our seventh annual report of Belknap County 
Farm, we refer the tax payers tothe number of weeks 
board furnished inmates as having decreased 115 weeks 
and two days since last year, while the number of weeks 
for House Correction have increased 86 weeks and 2 days, 
Owing to one party receiving a one year sentence. In 1917 
29 persons were committed to the house of correction for 
intoxication, while one has been committed the present 
year for the same cause. Crops of all kinds were excep- 
tionally good, although somewhat limited owing to a short- 
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age of labor, and together with inflated prices for every- 
thing purchased tending to increase expenses and thereby 
greatly increasing the cost of board have resulted in a sit- 
uation it seems impossible to us to exist for a great length 
of time if we wish prosperity and increased production by 
the farmer. 

We wish to extend our appreciation to all citizens of this 
County who have contributed in different ways to make 
the inmates of this institution happier; also to the. Com- 
missioners for their general cooperation at all times to 
make a more pleasing and better home for the unfortu- 
nate. To our Chaplain and Physician we also extend our 
sincere thanks for their many efforts conducive to the 
spiritual and physical welfare of all. 

In conclusion we should be negligent indeed if we did 
not extend our most sincere thanks and kind regards to 
all officers for their good will and earnest desire to make 
our efforts at least a partial success.

I beg leave to submit herewith the report of this pines 
for the year ending Dec. 31, 1919. 

In the March Term of Court 1919 there were pending 
on the criminal docket two cases brought over from the 
October Term 1918. In one of these the Respondent died 
and the case accordingly was nol prossed. The other, a 
Police Court Appeai, was marked “not to go forward.” At 
the March Term, 1919, only three indictments were found, 
one for breaking and entering, and two against the same 
Respondent for forgery. A conviction was obtained in 
the case for breaking and entering and _ the Respondent 
was sentenced by the Court. The forgery indictments 
were nol prossed. | 

In the October Term 1919 only two indictments were 
found 6n one of which a conviction and sentence was ob- 
tained, and the other case continued until the March Term 
1920. Both of these were for statutory offenses. Four 
Police Court Appeals were entered at the October Term, 
on two of which convictions were obtained, one of the re- 
maining two being marked “not to go forward,” and the 
- other being continued to the March Term 1920.

The Belknap County delegation met at the County 


Farm at 1.45 p. m. with eighteen members present. Chair- 


man Seaverns stated that this meeting was called for the 
purpose of hearing the recommendations of the County 
Commissioners as to the needs of the County and also the 
recommendations of the County Agent as to the needs of 
that department and to make appropriations for the same 


for the years 1919 and 1920.

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Mr. Randlett for the Commissioners made the following 
recommendation: Poor off the farm, $10,500.00; Alms- 
house, House of Correction, and Jail, $14,500.00; Court 
House account, $1,250.00; Jail account, $280.00; Medical 
Referee, $89.00; Clerk of Court office, $205.00; Register 
of Deeds office, $130.00; Register of Probate office, $325.00; 
County Officers, $1,150.00; miscellaneous, $380.00; Farm 
Improvement account, $200. 00; Needy Blind, $500. 00; In- 
terest, $500.00; Court Ordets and expenses, $8, 000. 00, 
making a total of ($38,000.00) thirty-eight thousand dol- 
lars. On motion of Mr. Hill, seconded by Mr Chase, it 
was voted to appropriate the above mentioned amount, 
namely, ($38,000.00) thirty-eight thousand dollars. 

The convention was .then addressed by John A. Ham 
mond inthe interest of the Farm Bureau. Dr. Smith, 
County Agricultural Agent, recommended that the needs 
of the Farm Bureau according to his best judgment were 
($2,818.00) two thousand eight hundred eighteen dollars; 
he expiained the work of the department and paida 
high compliment to the work of the Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs 
thruout the county. Discussion followed. 

Mr. Neal outlined the benefits of the Bureau to the 
farmers of the county. 

Mr. Andrew L. Felker, State Gama anee of Agricul- 
ture, gave an excellent address before the convention. 

On a motion by Mr. Wright, seconded by Mr. Chase, it 
was voted to aypropriate the sum of ($2,800.00) two thou- 
sand eight hundred dollars for the Belknap County 
Farm Bureau for the years 1919 and 1920. Mr. Herbert M. 
Thyng, Register of Deeds, and Edwin P. Thompson, Clerk 
of the Superior Court of the county, and Mr. Smith, the 
newly elected Commissioner, also spoke. 

On motion of Mr. Neal, it was voted to extend thanks 
of this delegation to Mr. Batchelder for the excellent din- 
ner with which we had been served.
